would bring the blush of shame to the 
cheek of Ananias. The State owes mil 
lions of dollars in unpaid obligations 
to schools, townships ami charitable in- 
stitutions because of politically jug- 
gled appropriations. Make the corpor- 
ations bear an equal burden with Un- 
real estate owner and the State's rev- 
enues would rise to a point where the 
State would really be free from debt, 
hut as long as Penroseism dominates 
things the influence of the corporations 
and lax-dodgers will he the controlling 
factor.
